Michael Hansmann Is Fatally 


Wounded in His Own 


Front Yard 


RETURNING FROM LODGEi 


Prowler or Petty Thief Is 


Believed Responsible 


For Act 


Moorhead, Minn.. Sept. 20—A 


prowler or petty thief aR yet un- 
known, surprised whiie peering in- 
to the Michael Hansmann home of 
Moorhead, mortally wounded Mich- 
ael Hansmann shortly before mid- 
night last night, according to the 
theory advanced by Sheriff Peter 
Malvey this morning after a check 
of available clues this niormng. 
Hansmann died in a hospital at 1 
a, m. today from a gunshot in 
his abdomen. 


Although he described the shoot- 


in a dying statement it throws lit- 
tle light on the shooting, Sheriff 
Malvey said. The 
time of 
the 


shooting was set between 11:20 and 
11:25 p. m. by neighbors who heard 
the shots and Hansmann's groans. 


Neighbors report that after the 


sound of the shot and groans they 
saw a person carrying a lighted 
flashlight run south 
from 
the 


Hansmann home and continue south 
through the block across the street. 


Hansmann was shot while en the 


front step or in the front yard of 
Ins home as he was returning from 
a meeting of the Moorhead lodge 
of Modem 
Woodmen. Members 


of his family, hearing the shot, ran 
to the door and met him as he 
staggered into the house. He was 
taken to a local hospital where a 
large hole* was found torn in his 
abdomen by birdshot. The intes- 
tines were torn in shreds in places, 
according tc physicians. 


Hansmann was shot before he 


saw his assailant and the shoot- 
ing occurred without the exchange 
of a word, he said at the hospital. 
He could give no description of the 
murderer. Hansmann was 65 years 
old. He ran a dairy and was a form- 
er section worker for thttNorthern 
Pacific and was a member of the 
Moorhead police a number of years 
ago. 
Sheriff Malvey and members 


of the family say they know of 
no one who would have a grudge 
against him.

RETURNING FROM LODGE 


Prowler or Petty Thief Is 
Believed Responsible 
For Act 


Moorhead, Minn., Sept. 20—A 
prowler or petty thief as yet un­ 
known, surprised whiie peering in­ 
to the Michael Hansmann home of 
Moorhead, mortally wounded Mich­ 
ael Hansmann shortly before mid­ 
night last night, according to the 
theory advanced by Sheriff Peter 
Malvey this morning after a check 
of available clues this morning. 
Hansmann died in a hospital at 1 
a. m. today from a gunshot in 
his abdomen. 
Although he described the shoot- 
in a dying statement it throws lit­ 
tle light on the shooting. Sheriff 
Malvey said. 
The 
time of 
the 
shooting was set between ll;20 and 
11:25 p. m. by neighbors who heard 
the shots and Hansmann’s groans. 
Neighbors report that after the 
sound of the shot and groans they 
saw a person carrying a lighted 
flashlight run south 
from 
the 
Hansmann home and continue south 
througli the block across the street. 
Hansmann was shot while tn the 
front step or in the front yard of 
Iiis home as he was returning from 
a meeting of the Moorhead lodge 
of Modern 
Woodmen. 
Members 
of his family, hearing the shot, ran 
to the door and met him as he 
staggered into the house. 
He was 
taken to a local hospital where a 
large hole^ was found torn in his 
abdomen by birdshot. 
The intes­ 
tines were torn in shreds in places, 
according to physicians. 
Hansmann was shot before he 
saw his assailant and the shoot­ 
ing occurred without the exchange 
of a word, he said at the hospital. 
He could give no description of the 
murderer. Hansmann was 65 years 
old. He ran a dairy and was a form­ 
er section worker for the Northern 
Pacific and was a member of the 
Moorhead police a number of years 
ago. Sheriff Malvey and members 
of the family say they know of 
no one who would have a grudge 
against him.

sense consideration, free from politi­ 
cal poison.” 
Such 
consideration, 
Mr. 
Dawes 
asserted, could come only through 
appointm ent of an 
impartipl, non­ 
partisan 
commission 
such 
as con­ 
tem plated by President Coolidge and 
put forward as the Republican plan 
for bringing about agricultural "C- 
lief. 
The 
Vice - Presidential 
nominee 
declared John W. Davis, Democratic 
candidate for President, has chosen 
to discu.ss the agricultural problem 
in a political manner, and contended 
th at the proper course was ‘'that 
discussion which 
may resuli in a 
constructive solution, without side­ 
stepping em barassing facts in cer­ 
tain localities to gain votes.” 
Notice was taken by Mr. Dawes 
of the critical comment aroused not 
only in the Democratic party but 
from some in the Republican lanks 
by his declaration on irrigation and 
reclamation 
in 
his 
recent Lincoln 
speech. 
He repeated the statem ent 
th a t every irrigation and reclamation 
project, opened 
up tended 
to add 
to over-production in farm products, 
driving down prices, and declared 
th at his critics ‘‘if they as public 
servants desire really to protect the 
interests of irrigation and reclama­ 
tion, they should present its just 
claims in a proper and non-political 
way, from the basis of facts, and as 
a p art of the great problem which 
m ust be solved for agricultural re­

Mr. Dawes in his speech reiterated 
some of the statem ents made in his 
Lincoln address, declaring there was 
a g re at disparity in the earnings of 
tile agricultural and industrial popu­ 
lations of the country, that agricul­ 
tural distress was general, th at the 
agricultural and industrial elements 
of the country are inter-dependent,

In view of this situation the con­ 
tem plated commission to study the 
problem much as the Experts Com­ 
mittee studied the reparation pro­ 
blem, Mr. Dawes said, represent the 
best hope of real progress.

recent Expert Committee in Europe. 
Then after it has suggested its plan 
and set forth its term s it will be 
in order to generally discuss it

Some years back. Ford advanced the idea of establishing 
factories in rural districts where farmers could work in their 
dull seasons of the year. 
Growing most of his own food, 
each industrial producer under this system would also be his 
own boss part of the time. 
A handicap to this system would be if industries owned 
the farm-homes and supervised them ruthlessly, as is now 
done with homes and gardens in many mining towns. 
Today the big city is an industrial center. Ford predicts 
a time when the industrial center will be a chain of small 
towns, each with its factories and mills, farms nearby. 


Ford does not seem to reckon with the part the airplane 
may play in breaking up the big cities. If planes get safe, 
fool-proof and as inexpensive as auto flivvers, father could 
live far out in the country or even in the woods and fly hun­ 
dreds of miles to and from work in the city. 
The city would no longer be a residential district on any 
big scale. It would have factories, mills, stores and theaters. 
With airplanes cheap and fast, and radio bringing movies 
and music and news to the far-off home, the problem of city 
congestion would be easily solved. 
The public, however, might object to isolation—even in 
groups of families. 
City dwellers are responding to much 
the same spirit that makes bees flock together in a common 
hive, wasps in a paper nest, ants in a hill.

Ford does not seem to reckon with the part the airplane 


may play in breaking up the big cities. If planes get safe, 
fool-proof and as inexpensive as auto flivvers, father could 
live far out in the country or even in the woods and fly hun- 
dreds of miles to and from work in the citjr. 
The city would no longer be a residential district on any 


big scale. It would have factories, mills, stores and theaters. 


With airplanes cheap and fast, and radio bringing movies

Much Fibre Flax 


Grand Forks, N. D., Sept. 20.— 


Possibility of 2,000 acres being 
contracted for the growth of fibre 
flax in the vicinity of Greater 
Grand Porks are seen by J. C. Cady 
who has been here for the past 
three weeks looking over the 200 
acres of this flax that has been 
grown experimentally 
here 
this 
year. In view of conditions Under 
• which the flax was uruwn ttis year 
several of the fields have shown 
up exceptionally well, Mr. Cady 
said. 


It will be advisable to thresh 
several fields for seed, according 
to Mr. Cady, since some of the flax 
became overripe before it was cut 
or contained too much weeds. 
"Farmers whose fields warranted 
cutting for manufacturing purpos- 
es will receive $30 a ton for their 
crop and it is practically assured 
that this amount will also be paid 
next year. One requirement for 
fibre flax is that tbe land be clean

He had rowed across the lake for 
a couple of miles, when he suddenly 
found himself amongst a school of 
fifteen or more hippopotami. They 
immediately surrounded 'his boat and 
charged it repeatedly, bumping the 
bottom of it with their broad back.s 
us they dived beneath it. The two 
natives were terrified and dropped 
their ours. There was ample cause 
for their terror, for it is no light 
thing to be attacked by even one 
single hippo when only in a frail 
row-boat—let alone some fifteen or 
twenty. 
• 
Colonel Roosevelt, however, was in 
his element and was undismayed. He 
calmly selected the biggest bull from 
amongst the school, and killed it with 
a beautiful shot through the head. 
He next picked out another excep­ 
tionally fine specimen, which later 
turned out to be a big cow, and also 
killed it with his first shot. As he 
only wanted these two specimens for 
the completion of the groups for the 
museum, he thereafter contented 
himself with merely protecting him­ 
self against the remainder of the 
hippo. 
l^ c n , finnlly, they had disappear­ 
ed, he sat down in the boat and wait­ 
ed patiently for his .two victims to 
rise to the surface.

He apiiearcd to be quite unperturbed. 
Later on lie said to me, when 
peaking about liis experiences .prith 
this hippo: “I only saw the beAst 
through I11.V view-finder and* novor 
once with my naked eye until it wa's.^ 
dead!" 
Then began the difficult task of 
dragging the huge carcass out of the 
weeds into clear water^ so that the 
launch could take it in tow for the 
camp. However, after strenuous ef­ 
forts by Cunninghamc, who - stood 
waist-deep in the water, ourselves in 
the launch, and the native porters 
in the row-boat, wc succeeded final- 
.ly, after several hours’ hard work, in 
achieving our object. Thereupon, wc 
headed across the lake for the camp, 
proudly towning the huge beast—it 
must have weighed fully three tons 
or more—behind us. 
Roosevelt and 
Kcrmit were de­ 
lighted with their success on this 
hunt; and we were naturally over­ 
joyed at being witnesses to such an 
interesting adventure. It certainly 
had been a memorable occasion, and 
we were all tired after the long day 
qii the water. 
We reached the pier below the At­ 
tenborough’s house at sunset. While 
the others retürncd to the camp, I 
helped the Attenborough brothers 
and C'unninghame tow the dead hippo 
round, into the little bay in front of 
the Roosevelt camp, iio that H would 
be ready for dragging ashore eaMy 
next morning for Heller and his 
skinners to start work on the car­ 
cass.“It’s been a bully day’s hunting,” 
called Roosevelt to me, gleefully, as 
he started off to walk round to his 
camp. And his face wreathed in 
smiles.

to rise after being killed in deep wa­ 
ter such as these had been. 
The occupants of the launch had 
■heard the firing, and now steamed up 
to Colonel 
Roosevelt’s 
assistance. 
There was nothing to do but possess 
their souls in patience and wait for 
the two hippo to float to the surface. 
Cunninghame and the Attenboroughs 
heaped congratulations on Roosevelt, 
for he had indeed achieved a re­ 
markable performance. 
Eventually, to the complete sur­ 
prise of Colonel Roosevelt, who be­ 
lieved that he had only killed two 
hippo, five (lead bodies of the mon­ 
sters came to the surface. It took 
some considerable time to get ropes 
round them and prepare 
them so 
that the launqh could tow its bur­ 
den of aboui fifteen tons dead 
weight back to the camp. 
Owing to the great weight of the 
animals, they were by no means an 
easy subject for towing, and

progress of the launch across the 
lake was, of necessity, labored and 
slow.

The success of that 
day’s sport on the lake was ample 
compensation and no one was really 
sorry to have had such an experi­ 
ence—least of all Theodore Roose­ 
velt. • 
On another occasijon, they had ahot 
two otters in the lu'kc. At first they 
had thought them to be some huge 
water-snake. It was not until they 
approached quke close that they dis­ 
covered that they were otters. 
Kermit had had good luck with 
the hippo, too; and he had alao 
killed a sing-sing near the camp. 
This was a new specimen of wuter- 
buck, in so far as the Roosevelt ex­ 
pedition was concerned, and proved a 
very welcome udditiort to thcit large 
collcctiuii, of trophies Jor the Natural 
History Museum in Washington. 
The day after I had reached Nar- 
vaska, I received a letter from Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, which had been sent 
in to me by a Masul warrior. This 
letter was in answer to one that I 
had written him in'rcgard to a cable 
from America addressed to me in 
which it was stated that considerable 
agitation was proceeding in the 
American press over the large quan­ 
tities of wild game that the Roose­ 
velt expedition had been reported to 
have shot. 
I had asked him for a brief state­ 
ment of his views on the subject, in 
order that I might cable it to New 
York. 1 had also forwarded on to 
him, to Attenborough on his return 
trip across the lake in the Inunch, n 
great many bags of mail that I bad 
found awaiting him at Narvaska.

EQUALITY FOR 
AGRICULTURE 
BIG M LEH 


To Be Slogan For Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of Ninth Dis­ 
trict, Says New Agent 


DISCUSSES 
PROPOSAL 


Minneapolis, 
Sept. 
20.—A 
plan 
“that will bring about an equality 
for agriculture with labor and indus­ 
try” is a paramount need of Norlh- 
wc.stcrn agriculture, John R. Mite'holl, 
new Federal Reserve Agent for the 
Ninth district, succeeding J. H. Rich, 
deceased, declared at a luncheon giv­ 
en here by the Minneapolis Tribune 
for the retail business men of Minn­ 
eapolis. 
He said in part: 
“The rcsultsvfroin this year’s oper­ 
ations in agriculture unquestionably 
justify great rejoicing, and new life 
and encouragement have been inject­ 
ed into the producer. 
“The cause of the increased yields 
in small grains in this country is cli­ 
matic, and the cause of increased 
prices is.due to a world shortage, the 
result of climatic conditions else­ 
where. Is it,not worth while to give 
thought to what will happen to small 
grain prices in this country when the 
other grain producing countries have 
a normal crop? 
“Since the world market price for 
wheat controls our domestic price so 
long as a surplus is produced in this 
country, and in all probability % sur­ 
plus will be produced for many years 
to come, I venture to ask the ques­ 
tion: Is it not possible to provide 
some means by which the disposition 
of the surplus piodiietion will not 
establish the price I'ur the entire 
crop? 
Our Standards 
“I think wc all are in agrceinent 
on the fact that we cannot produce 
wheat in this country at a profit in 
competition with other wheat pro­ 
ducing sections of the world under 
nqrmal conditions and maintain an 
American standard of living on the 
farm. 
“To my niiiidj a solution of thi.s 
one difficulty is of the most v;lal 
importance lo agriculture today, and 
fundamentally the problem cun be 
summed up to the one of obtaining 
an American price in America for 
our farm products. 
“I do not believe the farm crjcan 
solve this problem unaided. 
'Tnat 
he needs and should have the as­ 
■ 


sistanec of the ablest minds in this 
country, I am fully convinced. 
“It is easy to suggest as a remedy 
a modification of our tariff laws, im­ 
migration law, reduction in freight 
rates, niij repeal of the Adamson law. 
Would Aid Buying Power 
"If these suggestions could be ac­ 
complished, undoubtedly an apprecia­ 
tion in the purchasing power of the 
farm er would automatically result. 
It is very doubtful, however, if any 
substantial changes in our present 
laws can be made; ai|l furthermore, 
it is also doubtful if such changes 
would be desirable. The facts arc 
that Wc have become accustomed to 
a scale of living in this country that 
is recognized a.s the American stan­ 
dard; we have been enjoying it for 
quite a period of years; wc seem to 
like it, and I believe the American 
people do not want any reduction in 
that standard. In my opinion, it is 
here to stay, and certain adjust­ 
ments must be made in agriculture to 
meet the row economic condition."
